By United Press International 
The state of Ohio obtained 
court orders today forcing in­ 
dustries to curb air pollution, 
even if it means curtailing 
production, in the heavily in­ 
dustrialized area of the Ohio 
Valley hardest hit by an air 
pollution 
crisis

from the Hast Coast into the 
Middle West. 
The Ohio area is about 70 
miles west of Donora, Pa., 
where 22 persons were killed 
and nearly 6,000 more felled 
in America’s worst air pollu­ 
tion disaster 24 years ago. 
The mass of hot stagnant 
air, which began settling over 
the area Monday, trapping 
and 
holding the 
pollutants 
emitted by automobiles and 
industry, already has caused 
deaths 
and 
triggered 
bla­ 
ckouts and brownouts affect­ 


ing 
more 
than 
a 
million 
people. 
No Relief 
The polluted air dissipated 
in New England but weather 
forecasters said no relief was 
in sight from New York west­ 
ward. 
The National Weather Serv­ 
ice said parts of Ohio. West 
Virginia 
and 
Pennsylvania 
could be enveloped in a shal­ 
low layer of smoke, dust and 
gases near the ground unless 
the wind picked up enough to 
blow it away. 
Open burning was banned 
in eastern Ohio and for the 
fifth straight day in the Balti­ 
more area. 
Ohio, the first state to go to 
court, obtained a temporary 
restraining order against 20 
industries. 
Assistant Atttomey General 


C. Raymond Marvin, head of 
the Ohio attorney general’s 
Environmental Strike Force, 
said he would ask for 100 
more injunctions in the in­ 
dustrial area around Steuben­ 
ville. about 40 miles south of 
Pittsburgh, where there was 
10 times the amount of par­ 
ticles in the air allowed by 
federal regulations.

Show Slight 


Rise in June 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—Higher 
prices 
for 
meat, 
fresh fruit, vegetables, used 
cars and homes pushed the 
cost of living up again last 
month, although the rise was 
slightly less than the month 
before, the government said 
today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said the cost of living 
went up 0.2 per cent during 
June compared to a 0.3 per 
cent jump in May. 
Supermarket food prices in 
June went up 0.6 per cent 
overall, reflecting what shop­ 
pers 
already 
knew 
—that 
meat and vegetable prices 
shot up sharply since mid- 
May. Meat, poultry and fish 
were up 1.3 per cent in June 
while 
fruit 
and 
vegetable 
prices were up 2.7 per cent. 
Decline in Other Items 
The food price increases 
were offset by declines in 
such other items as eggs, ce­ 
reals, 
dairy 
products, 
and 
textiles. 
The June rise left the Con­ 
sumer Price Index (CPI) at 
2.9 per cent above one year 
earlier —the first time in 
more than four and a half 
y e a r s that 
the 
12-month 
change was a rise of less 
than 3 per cent. 
The report said the CPF 
went up at an annual rate of 
2.2 per cent in the second 
quarter of this year, well be­ 
low President Nixon’s goal of 
a 2.5 to 3 per cent annual rate 
of inflation by the end of this 
year. Consumer prices rose at 
a yearly rate of 3.6 per cent 
in the first quarter. 
Rising food prices led Nixon 
earlier this month to clamp 
the same price controls on 
raw farm products that had 
been imposed on processed 
foods since last August. 
The government said food 
prices normally go up any­ 
way in June, but last month 
they went up more than nor­ 
mal and —even after seasonal 
adjustment—increased 0.2 per 
cent. 
The food price upturn fol­ 
lowed a 0.1 per cent decline 
in that area in May, and ne 
change in food prices in Apr­ 
il. 
A m o n g nonfood commo­ 
dities, used car prices shot up 
3.1 per cent, while prices for 
new cars went down 0.1 per 
cent. Prices for homes also 
rose significantly, but prices 
declined for clothing, gaso 
line, alcoholic beverages and 
furniture.

U.S. Economy Expanding 
At a 'Prodigious Rate' 


WASHINGTON (UP!) -T h e 
U.S. economy expanded at “a 
prodigious rate” in the second 
quarter while inflation slowed 
to a point below President Nix­ 
on’s goal for the year, the 
Commerce Department said 
today. 
The department said the 
Gross National Product —the 
value of all goods and serv­ 
ices produced —increased by 
$30 billion in April, May and 
June to reach a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $1,139 
bill ion —or $1.139 trillion. 
Prices, as measured by a 
complex government formula, 
went up at annual rate of 2.1 
per cent during the quarter. 
Assistant Commerce Secret­ 
ary Harold C. Passer said 
that in real growth after dis­ 


counting inflation, the GNP 
increased at an annual rate of 
8.9 per cent during the second 
quarter, the largest gain in 
real terms since the fourth 
quarter of 1965. 
Passer said the 2.1 per cent 
rate of price increases in the 
second quarter also was the 
lowest since the fourth quar­ 
ter of 1965, except during the 
freeze last year.

The army said at least 13 
persons, including three sol­ 
diers, died in at least 26 sepa­ 
rate explosions. More than 70 
persons were injured. 
“ Belfast is nothing 
more 
than a disaster area,” said a 
police spokesman. 
The day’s deaths raised to 
at least 467 the number killed 
in three years of Northern 
Ireland violence and 56 since 
the end of a two-week Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) truce 
12 days ago. 
Shoppers, 
store 
employes 
and office workers became 
hysterical as one blast tol- 
lowed another in the city. 
Among the targets were at 
least two road bridges, two 
bus stations, a railway sta­ 
tion, gas works and a bar.

heaviest in the city in 10 
months. 


Telephone Warnings

forces had three telephoned 
warnings before a noon explo­ 
sion outside an army post, 
giving them 40 minutes to 
clear the area.

Spassky, suddenly realizing 
he had made a major blunder 
that one grand master de­ 
scribed as “ not worthy of a 
world champion,” sat very- 
erect in his simple wooden 
chair.

The Soviets are striving to

Chrysler lowered its price

The company uses the air­ 
port center to repair, then 
test, jet engines.

Techniques of 
Trading Noted 


By ROGER SPEAR 


Q—My stock transactions, have always been the straightfor­ 
ward sort; either 1 bu\ or sell at the market. Can you explain 
some o* the more technical maneuvers such as limits and 
stops, etc?—A.P. 


A—The two areas on which you might wish to place restrict­ 
ions are share price, and duration of order. These limits may 
be specified when placing either purchase or sale orders. If an 
order is entered for an indefinite period, terminated only by 
its execution or cancellation, it is a GTC or good-till-cancelled 
order. A day order on the other hand expires at the end of the 
day’s trading session if it is not executed. A third possible 
time restriction is a fill-or-kill order, which if not transacted 
immediately is cancelled. 
Price may be modified in three ways with orders, either at 
market, lim it or stop. You previous transactions were at mar­ 
ket, that is. executed at the prevailing market price when the 
order is entered. In a lim it order, a price above the current 
trading level is specified for a sale and below market level for 
a purchase. If you are interested in purchase of a stock trad­ 
ing in the low 40s you might place a GTC order to buy at '18. 
This w'ould be executed only at the limit price or at a better 
price. On a sale, the execution would take place at the lim it or 
above. However, should a stock approach the lim it but not 
reach it, the transaction would not take place. For this reason 
you should follow prices closely if a stock is approaching its 
lim it level. 
The third price restriction, the stop order, is placed in the 
case of a sale below the market price and on a buy above the 
market. On the buy side, the stop either protects a profit or 
limits the loss on a short sale. A stop order to sell below the 
market is used to restrict losses or protect gains on long hol­ 
dings. The danger htre is that once the specified price is 
reached, stop orders become market orders, and if there are 
others ahead of yours they are executed in sequence, which 
often result in a transaction several points lower than antici­ 
pated.

Renter; Deposit Returned 


I have been renting a house 
trom a firm called California 
Investors since January. 1 pay 
$185 a month rent, 
have paid 
the sam e amount as security, and a $50 cleaning deposit. 


Early this >ear I received a Notice of Trustee’s Sale, saying 
the lot will be sold at public auction to the highest bidder on 
May 9, 1972, at the entrance of the Los Angeles County Cour­ 
thouse. 


I, of course, was worried and wrote to the firm which col­ 
lects the rent. I asked for some information about the sale as 
well as what would happen to my security deposit. I received 
no answer. 


In June I received a letter from the property management 
representative at the Veterans Administration saying that a 
trustee's foreclosure sale was held on the property I am now 
occupying, and mat title to this property will immediately be 
conveyed to the U.S. go\ crnm eni. 


“ Please be advised that all occupancy arrangem ents you 
may have had with a form er owner were term inated by the 
foreclosure sale. Therefore, your current use of this property 
is by adverse possession,*’ it sa«d. 


“ You must vacate chis property within ten (10) days from 
the date of this letter. You can be held legally obligated to pay 
the Veterans Administration for the use and occupancy of the 
property from the date the \c teian s Administration acquires 
title to and including the date you vacate.” 


The letter said that m y vacating this property promptly will 
eliminate the necessity tor the Veterans Administration enforc­ 
ing (his legal obligation against me. 


Enclosed was a postage-free envelope for my door keys and 
a request to advise the \ A of inv forwarding address. 


I would like your help in trying to get by deposit back. If 
there’s anything you can do to get this 10-day limit extended it 
would help me very much. — W.C., Pomona 


We immediately contacted the very able and friendly direc­ 
tor oi the Veterans AdrninUtra-ion regional otlice, Gordon R. 
Elliott. “ We are sorry to hear oi the difficulties you have as a 
result ol your rental agreem ent with the former owner of the 
property,” he immédiat', ly wrote to \ ou. 
“ In order to give you am ple time to rent another residence, 
we will allow you to occupy this property until Aug. 1, 1972."

G a g o s i a n seemed im ­ 
pressed. “ I can honestly say 
we have never received a re­ 
ception like this,” he said.

90 Cents A Week 


A Good Investment 


This week the Pomona School Board adopted a 


budget that calls lor the status quo. no improve­ 
ments in program or services. 


At the limit of its taxing authority for the past 


two years, the Pomona Unified School District has 
felt the pinch of inflation. Today’s dollars do not go 
as far as they did just a few years ago. 


For instance, the cost to ihc school district for its 


utilities this year is $60,000 greater than two years 
ago. This is typical of the cost increases over which 
the district has no control. 


The failure to pass tax override proposals during 


the past two years and the failure of the state to 
substantially increase its support has caused the Po­ 
mona school district to reduce its services and pro­ 
grams in the amount of two million dollars since 
1970. 


Class sizes have crept up. and the elimination of 


the high school sixth period has meant that classes 
pre\ious]y offered are no longer available. Equip­ 
ment is wearing out because the replacement cycle 
has been interrupted, and upkeep of grounds and 
building has been postponed. 


At the special election next Tuesday the school 


board is asking for an increase in the general fund 
tax rate of $1.10. Passage of the override will mean 
some positive things for the quality of education in 
this district. 


The board of education has committed itself to 


reducing class size at all levels, to restore the sixth 
period in the high school5-, and give employes a 
long-overdue cost of living pay increase. 


The district will be a hie to hire more proctors to 


supen ise the secondary campuses, increase the sup­ 
plies of books ano instructional materials, got the 
buildings and grounds maintenanee programs back 
on schedule, and start replacing worn equipment. 


Because of the recent controversy over a proposed 


Integration plan there is considerable public concern 
over the possibility that the override would be used 
to provide forced busing. The board and admin­ 
istration have made it very clear that they will not 
use an override for busing students. 


The issue then, and the only issue, is whether 


residents of the district want duality education that 
they have a right to demand and expect. We believe 
that residents do want a quality education program. 


Certainly it will cost more money, approximately 


90 cents a week for the average homeowner, a 
small price to pay for the tuture of the children of 
the district. 


The question is not whether the community can 


afford a tax increase, but whether it can afford not 
to raise the additional revenue. We wholeheartedly 
support a YES vote on the tax override in Tues­ 
days election.

U.S. Alliances

cretary’ of State William P. 
Rocers has laid out in general 
terms what in effect will be 
the foreign policy plank in the 
platform on which President 
Nixon will seek re-election. 
Rogers’ 
arguments

p r e s e n t e d in a luncheon 
speech Tuesday to the Com­ 
monwealth Club in San Fran­ 
cisco, 
He began with the assertion 
that ‘as a result of the ini­ 
tiatives taken by President 
Nixon m international affairs, 
the prestige of the United 
States throughout the world 
has never been greater.” 
He followed with two other 
claims, with which the Demo­ 
crats can be expected to ar­ 
gue. Rogers said: 
—As a result of Nixon’s 
diplomacy, “ the world today 
is much less hostile place 
than it was 3 1-2 years ago. 
and the foundations for a ge­ 
nuinely 
stable 
and 
lasting 
peace have been laid.” 
Keeps the Faith 
—“ Our standing is at an all 
time high —both with our 
friends and with our adver­ 
saries.” because of Nixon’s 
willingness to improve rela­ 
tions with 
“ lormer 
adver­ 
saries” 
while 
keeping 
the 
faith with friends and allies. 
Rogers’ 
principal 
theme 
was that Nixon’s success in 
establishing a new' relation­ 
ship with China and con­ 
cluding a series of agree­ 
ments with Russia was “of 
great significance in creating 
a more stable international 
order.” 
While Rogers did not name 
the Democratic presidential 
n o mi n e e . Sen. George S. 
McGovern, he specifically at­ 
tacked two elements of McGo­ 
vern's foreign policy program 
so far as it has been disclosed 
to cate. 
A $30 billion cut in the na­ 
tional defense budget, Rogers 
said, “ or any cut on that or- 
der of magmtu ie would un- 
d e r m i n e our 
alliam es 
overnight 
an 1 
would 
very 
soon put us in a secondary 
military position.” 
As for the war in Southeast 
Asia, Rogers reiterated the 
administration’s disagreement 
with McGovern’s contention 
that the United States should 
announce that ft is pulling out 
all the rest of its troops and 
count on this to secure the re­ 
lease of American prisoners.

dope magnates in Bangkok. 
Hong 
Kong and

have joined forces with Mafia

Canada with heroin. 
Millions worth of the lethal 
powder have already been 
smuggled into North America 
in body packs strapped to 
Chinese ship jumpers and in 
attache cases of diplomats.

Their purpose: “ to interdict 
the flow of heroin from the 
Far East before it reaches 
e v e n more serious prop* 
onions.’

Election day is about three 
and half months away.

Dear B. A.: 
I’m sure you 
realize 
y o u r 
daughter 
is 
acting 
out 
of 
hurt. She 
is withdrawing to try to pro­ 
tect herself from being hurt 
again in the same manner. 
You 
are 
right. 
It 
is 
not 
healthy to isolate oneself sim ­ 
ply out of fear of rejection. If, 
as you say. this has continued 
for two months, that is too 
long to go into a kind of secl­ 
usion. 


The 
real 
danger 
is 
that 
once a person sets himself 
apart emotionally from every­ 
one eUe. he tends to act in a 
way that makes others want 
to leave him alone. 


Others sense the withdrawal 
and hostile behavior of those 
who wish to be left alone, and 
soon they are more than wil­ 
ling to leave the loner alone, 
as no one is eager to be in­ 
sulted or badly treated. This 
situation frequently builds up. 
so that soon the isolated per­ 
son invents all sorts of rea- 


sons 
for 
remaining 
with­ 
drawn, such as. no one really 
understands 
or 
appreciates 
me 
. . no one cares for me 
b e c a u s e they are really 
beneath me intellectually . . . 
they don’t have the capacity 
to see me as I am. Having 
once 
adopted 
this 
way 
of 
thinking as a self-defense, the 
individual’s actions are less 
and less inviting. 


Before he know’s it a wall is 
built, and what was originally 
meant to be just a short-term 
temporary isolation suddenly 
becomes a way of life. In this 
way, a person who is lonely 
and lacks friends, often makes 
his own problem increasingly 
difficult. He falls into the trap 
of self-pity and becomes much 
too critical of others. He may 
make demands on others that 
no one could meet or satisfy. 


Eighteen is a sensitive age. 


At 18 many are not prepared 
or able to accept 
rejection. 
Because they are not yet fully 
formed, and they are not yet 
certain of their own identity 
they are most apt to reject 
others. 
This 
is one 
reason 
many experts feel that “ eoing 
steady” might 
well 
be 
de­ 
layed for another year — tilJ 
there is greater maturity, a 
heightened sense of identity, 
and a sense of knowing what 
one wants. 


Getting back into circula­ 


tion after a breakup with a 


steady can be difficult, but 
your daughter should begin to 
try. 
One way 
to help 
her 
break the ice might be to 
plan a party in which she 
could include some of her old 
friends and also invite some 
new acquaintances. 
It’s im­ 
portant for her to show others 
she wants to be friendly and 
to come back into the scene. It 
may be important for her to 
get into a crowd that does not 
go steady, for if she is still 
emotionally scarred from tne 
last romance, she should not 
be too quick to leap into ano­ 
ther very close relationship 
without some thought. 


She may be aware of this 
and for this reason she may, 
at the moment, be quite con­ 
tent to be by herself. She has 
been 
taking 
time 
out 
to 
rebuild her ego, but it is now- 
time to make an attempt to 
reenter some sort of social 
life At this point, it is impor­ 
tant to emphasize that warm, 
casual relationships 
have 
a 
place in life just as do those

Conscientious Clocks: A Timely 
Gardner Will 
Plan Ahead 
Part of Civilization 


A cynic might define the 


conscientious gardener as a 


man who’s afraid to take a 


vacation for fear his garden 


will go to pot while he’s gone. 


The California Association of 
Nurserymen, 
however, 
pre­ 


fers to define him as one who 


plans ahead — to avert any 
clanger while he’s gone. 
The 
cynic 
has 
a 
point, 


though, for each of us who 
cares about his garden has a 


moment or two of doubt when 
telling the 
young 
neighbor 
just what to do when 
we 
leave him in charge. 
If you vacation for a week 


only, there’s little need 
to 
worry. Just soak the garden 
thoroughly the day before you 
l e a v e . Mulch around the 
m oisture lovers, such as Ca­ 
mellias and Azaleas with a 
thick layer of organic humus, 
and 
move hanging baskets 
and other potted plants into 
' a cool, shaded area, where 
they can conveniently be wa­ 
tered. Sinking pots in a box of 
wet humus is good insurant e 
a g a i n s t 
container-grown 
plants* drying out.

!! you are away more than a 
I week, other steps may 
be 
needed. A professional garde­ 
ner, of course, would know 
just what to do, but to aid the 
young neighbor, draw a rough 
plot of the garden and circle 
specific areas which need the 
most attention.
